TOKYO— (-f)— A mass evacuation of 


British subjects from tho Japanese 
empire was indicated Saturday in a 
British embassy announcement that 
it had arranged for a ship to come 
to Japan to remove all British nation- 
als desiring to leave. 


As the Japanese government studied' 


closely its delicate relations with both 
Britain and the U. S. as a result of 
the Russian-German war, the British 
embassy issued the following state- 
ment. 


"In view of freezing regulations, a 


number of British subjects have de- 
clared their intention of leaving Ja- 
pan at the first opportunity. To facil- 
itate their departure the British gov- 
ernment will shortly send a ship to 
Japan. 


"British subjects who wish to avail 


themselves of this opportunity are 
being requested to get in touch with 
the nearest British consular officer."

Eden Pleads 
for Munitions 


'To Be Short Is 
Costly', Reminds 
British Workers 


LONDON-(/P)-Anthany Eden ad- 


vised Europe lo choose a British- 
American peace as formulated at the 
Roosevelt-Churchill conference over 
Hitler's "new order" as stressed at his 
secret meeting with Mussolini. 


The tight-point declaration of Roose- 


velt and Churchill, Eden said, estab- 
lishes principles which will be equal- 
ly valid for all nalions" and "excludes 
all idea of hegemony or zone leader- 
ship in the East or West." 


The program will "require Ihe col- 


laboralion of us all" he added, in a 
speech to munitions workers at Cov- 
entry in which he emphasized the 
need for more arms for all fronts 
of the world. 


The output of war 
material 
by 


Britain and her allies and the II. S. 
"still falls far short of our needs," he 
said. 


These needs will grow "as the tide 


of war sweeps wider until it engulfs 
the world," he warned. 


Declaring Britain must help meet 


the need of the Russians, he said "here 
is a call to duty which we cannot 
fail." 


He said the battles of the war so 


far showed that "to be short of ma- 
terials is the most costly method of 
waging war" and that Britain must in- 
crease her own war production. 


Nazis Stopped, 
Russians Say 


Trench Warfare on 
Rain-Drenched 
Battle Fields 


By tlie Associated Press 
The German thrust toward Mos- 


cow has been stopped with 10,000 
Germans dead or wounded in a great 
battle on rain-drenched. fields, 
the 


Russians asserted Saturday while the 
Germans reported the destruction of 
100 ships laden with Soviet troop? 
fleeing from Tallinn, Estonia. 


Soviet front-line dispatches said 


that battlefields west of Moscow had 
become a deep series of trenches, 
anti-tank 
barriers, 
mine-fields and 


barbed-wire, and said fighting con- 
tinued along the entire front. How- 
ever, the dispatches indicated 
the 


center was stalemated and the ger- 
mans were attempting to press in on 
both flaks. 


The German 
command, 
omitting 


reference to land fighting, said the 
Soviet transports had been sunk in 
the Gulf of Finland by German mines 
and warplanes. A bulletin from Hitler's 
headquarters 
claimed 
the 
Russian 


Baltic fleet also lost a cruiser, four 
destroyers, nine mine sweepers and 
three patrol boats, and said five de- 
stroyers, an auxiliary cruiser and a 
mine-sweeper were heavily damaged. 


The Luftwaffe \yas reported ham- 


mering ceaselessly at the ships carry- 
ing Russian 
forces east from 
the 


Eastonian capital taken by the Ger- 
mans Friday. 


Meanwhile, Viipuri, a key to tlie 


defense of Leningrad, was captured 
by Finnish troops. 


An 
official 
announcement 
from 


Helsinki said 
Finland's 
flag 
was 


raised over the Karelian capital after 
troops had smashed three Red army 
divisions and stormed the city. The 
Finns had encircled Viipuri several 
days ago, the communique said, and 
the final assault was launched Sat- 
urday morning. 


Before the Finnish occupation of 


Viipuri, only 75 miles north of be- 
leaguered Leningrad, tlie Russians at- 
tempted to devastate the city, it was 
reported officially.

4-Billion Tax 
Bill Pending 


6 Million More 
Persons to Come 
Under Income Tax 


WASHINGTON -(/P)- A rrvord- 


breaking revenue bill, digging deep- 
er into the pockets of all tax-payers, 
bringing more than 6,000,000 additional 
persons under the federal income tax 
and estimated to yield $3,672.400 an- 
nually, was approvved by <he Senale 
Finance Committee Friday. 


Chairman George (Dem., Gii.) pre- 


dicted the measure would raise ap- 
proximately $4,000,000,000 a year. 


The bill approved Friday would in- 


crease sharply income taxes on in- 
dividuals and corporations and im- 
pose a stiff schedule of excise, or 
"nuisance," taxes on such items as 
automobiles, telephone bills and re- 
frigerators. The committee voted to 
lower income exemptions i.-om $2,000 
to 51,500 for married persons and from 
$800 to $750 for unmarried individuals. 


A single persons making $800 a 


year would pay $3 under the new b.ll, 
compared with nothing at present. A 
married man with no dependents anj 
a §2,000 income would pay $42 under 
the Finance Committee and nothing 
under the present law.

New Duty From 
Picture Industry

has inherited a new police run that 
has its light side. Effective Sept. 1, he 
is policing the arrangements by which 
motion pictures are bought and sold.

merce and Justice dexjurtmcnts. Thai's 


where the light side comes in. These 
gentlemen in Commerce and Justice 
are dignified lawyers and statisticians 
who now have to know the difference 
between a "sleeper" and a "turkey." 


A "sleeper" is a picture that Holly- 


wood is not excited about.

from the cash register. 


A "turkey" is one over which no 


one ever gets excited. 


Now that Uncle Sarn is taking an 


interest there should be fewer tur- 
keys. 


The issue—and the federal policing

booking" arid "blind selling." 


"Block booking" is simply this: A 


movie company says to a inovie house 
owner, "Here's that Glamorous Gertie 
picture you want. But we've made 
24 other pictures. 
Take the whole 


smear or you don't get Gertie." 


"Blind selling" means just that. 


The movie house owner signed for a 
block of pictures without seeing them, 
He reads short synopses of the stories, 
signed, and expects the worst. That 
way he wasn't disappointed. 


But now Uncle Sam says he must 


be permitted to preview the pictures 
he buys. 


One Good One in Five? 
Uncle Sam says also that no block 


of pictures can include more than five. 
Up to now blocks have run to 35 and 
40, at times. So what does th<jt mean 
for movie fans? It means that there 
has to be at least one super-super 
picture in each five. It has happened 
that there'd ue only one in 35. 


Movie producers have been holding 


the first sets of previews all over the 
country. Movie house owners were in- 
vited in to inspect the pictures they 
were thinking of buying, shown in 
blocks of five. 


But human nature still is queer. The 


first previews pulled in just a small 
number, although the movie house 
owners have yowled like Kilkenny 
cats for years over buying blind. 


The Commerce department's movie 


ace, Nathan Golden, says that prob- 
ably the movie house men have done 
grab-bag buying for so long that they 
think they have a sixth sense. But 
he believes movie attendance this fal 
will be a "banger." You sec, he's an- 
other dignified statistician who's go- 
ing Hollywood. 


Golden says May and June jumped

ARKANSAS—(/I1)—A vast shifting of 
troops was in full swing Friday night 
as the Second Army disposed its 
forces into two big bodies for the 
final and most extended phase of its 
south Arkansas and north Louisiana 
maneuvers. 


Continuing the 
pretense 
of Reel 


Kotmk's attempt to seize Arkansas 
Louisiana and the lower Mississippi 
river from Blue Almat, the Second 
Army was split into two corps. 


I 
Almat's Blue colors went to 
the 


i regular Seventh Corps, under com- 


mand of Maj. Gen., Robert E. Rich- 
ardson Jr., assembled west of tlv 
Ouachita river, adjacent to Camden. 
It comprised New York's 27th Division, 
Illinois' 33d, the 35th of Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, the 75th Field Ar- 
tillery Brigade of Tennessee and the 
107th Cavalry of Ohio. 


The 
opposing 
provisional corps, 


commanded by Maj. Gen. Clarence 
S. Ridley, wore Kotmk's Red arm 
bands. It consisted of the Fifth Di- 
vision from Fort Custer, Mich., the 
Sixth from Fort Leonard Wood, Mo., 
and the Second Cavalry Division from 
Fort Riley, Kan. This force, later to 
be augmented by the First Armored 
Division from Fort Knox, Ky., gather- 
ed on the e'ust banks of the G'uaeh- 
ita. 


In a continuation of the situation 


which developed in Seventh Corps 
exercises just concluded, the Blues 
found themselves trapped between the 
Red and Ouachita rivers and threaten- 
ed by an encircling movement from 
the northeast intended to cut them off 
from the main Blue Army in south 
Louisiana. 


Effective Saturday, Second Army 


headquarters declared the war a free- 
for-all. 
The army commander, Lt. 


Gen. Ben Lear, who will keep contact 
with both sides, will retain control
